break in its electoral vote. 


The issue that has been raised is 


one of social equality between the 
white and Negro races. The enter- 
tainment at tea at the White House 
of the wife of the colored member of 
congress -might have attracted com- 
paratively little attention during the 
Coolidge or Harding administration 
but since President Hoover broke the 
solid southland won North

has been a matter for debate among 
the leaders- of the "major parties.

There haye been signs lateiy;/that 
the anti-Smith factions were 
going 


to wage an independent fight -in some 
slates. The race issue was con' 
stantly raised during the campaign 
by pro-Smith groups who 
argued 


with their southern ^brethren that 
the Hoover administration would be 
friendly to ne^ro equality while re- 
publican managers just as 
assidu- 


ously pushed the idea of lily-white 
republicanism. 


The De Priest incident makes the 


task of the Republican leaders in the 
south..more difficult, but that is of 
secondary consideration anyhow, for

of his expression. 
But the police 


and federal authorities see behind 
the child mask Chicago's most ruth- 
less^ killer, most brutal gunman and 
an incorrigible foe of men in police 
uniform. 


Already hunted for the wounding 


of T. L,. Jackson, ace of Chicago pos- 
tal inspectors, for 
the 
killing of 


Charles Levy, Chief of Police 
of 


Berwyn and for the shooting dead 
last Tuesday night of Leon Ray- 
mond, an Oak Park druggist, Doody 
today -was sought for the shooting 
and, serious wounding of a restaur- 
ant owner and a policeman. 


The latest outlawry attributed 
to 


"Baby Face"' started last night when 
a gunman supposedly intending rob- 
bery entered the restaurant of Mil- 
ton Valsouopolis on the southside. As 
Valsouopolis approached 
him, 
the 


desperado whipped out two pistols 
and fired. 
Valsouopolis wounded, 


stumbled forward and grappled with 
his assailant, as a customer seized 
him from the back. When the cus- 
tomer went out to seek a policeman, 
the- gunman wrenched himself free 
and fled, pausing- in the doorway to 
fire several more shots at Valsouopo- 
lis. The latter may die, doctors said. 


STEALS AUTOMOBILE 


Reaching the street, the gunman 


jumped into an automobile stopped 
by traffic lights, forced the driver to 
•get out and sped away,. 


An hour later a 
^answering 


Doody's description entered the dru 
.store of George Denbo on the north- 
west side and stole $35. 


When Denbo tried to parley with 


the m£m, the latter 
replied: 
"No 


back talk. I just shot up a joint on 
the south side and I'm in a hurry. 
I've killed a couple like you and 
don't want to knocft, off any more." 


As the robber sped away, Denbo 


ran out and called to Police Sergeant 
Clarence Falk, who was with his 
motorcycle across the street. Falk 
passed the car within a mile. 


"I surrender," the' fugitive " an- 


nounced, stepping out of the car at 
Falk's command. 


As the policeman fumbled with his 


holster, the gunman whipped out a 
pistol, struck Falk over the left ear 
with its butt and fired two shots, 
one of which struck Falk in 
the 


back.

That the volume of the brain — 


the last wineglassful—spells the dif- 
ference between success and failure 
is shown by the results of his study 
of the cranial capacity of some 1900 
social derelicts. 


Taking mean values, the Cleve- 


land study showed 1410 cubic centi- 
ments of brain scarcely fit a man to 
copo with the complexities of life, 
1500 
c. c. of brain were needed for 


an honest man who failed to stand 
that test .of adversity and beyond 
that for successes. A cubic centi- 
meter is about one-sixteenth of a 
cubic inch. 


The volume of the. brain of Oliver 


Cromwell, the English general and 
centimeters.

have so completely failed in life that 
they are found in the anatomical 
laboratory," Dr. Todd explained.

cide) the number of those who. have

"In years of prosperity (when the 


majority of people are employed. in 
well-paid positions .and there are few 
social failures) the big-brained men 
do not. appear in the university's 
mortuary 
chapel, 
but those who 


come within its portals are smaller- 
brained folk with, ill-filled crania."

Thus it appears the brain of the 


social derelict who cannot keep his

Size of the brain, of course, 
is 


relative to the size of the body. That 
is, a small brained man possessing 
a small body would be considered an 
equal, mentally, to a larger brained 
man with a larger body. 
' "The amount of brain contained in 
any cranium finds expression in 
contours more than in linear dimen- 
sions," Dr. Todd declared. 


"While the study indicates 
the 


more intelligent people possess larg- 
er brains," for the size of their bo- 
dies, than those of moderate intel- 
lect, the theme involves differences 
so small that more refined methods 
of analysis must be found." 
THIEF, FORGER AND STUDENT 
. A study conducted in Australia 
has shown that crania of high school 
students, are larger than those of 
grade school students of the same 
ages and larger than those of adult 
criminals in that country, according 
to Dr. Todd. 


Another test made by an Austra- 


lian anatomist revealed that a for- 
ger's 'cranial capacity was larger on 
the average than that of a cattle 
thief and a college student's head a 
little larger, than the forger's. 


Brain volume is usually found by 


filling the skull with water and 
measuring the volume of water 
it 


holds. 


Dr. Todd is recognized as a world 


authority on judgment of age at the 
time of death by examination of 
ancient skulls and skeletons. 


He was called to the Museum of 


the College of Surgeons to decide the 
age at lime of death of Lord Darn- 
ley, first husband of Mary. Queen 
of Scots. 
Dr. Todd decided Lord 


Darnley died at the age of 22. 


Dr. Todd is a Scotsman, though 


born in Sheffield, England, and edu- 
cated in the University of Manches- 
ter.

dowed low cost clinic, and coopera- 
tive medical service ^generally. 


Dr. Charles B. Reed, newly elected 


president of the Chicago society, de- 
clared that "something is seriously 
wrong with America \\hen the rich- 
est country in the world has the 
largest number of 
free clinic ap- 


plicants per unit of population." 


"Undoubtedly the 
condition re- 


quires specific treatment" he said. 
"It may well be that the recent pro- 
posal to group clinics and hospitals 
on a neighborhood basis, with 
an 


economically graduated scale of fees 
may be the solution, or at least bring 
relief. 


"State medicine, the pay clinc, the 


corporate practice of medicine and 
uses of the charity 
organization 


are wrong in principle. 
"We have 


the right and purpose to oppose these 
movements, not through selfish or 
mercenp-y motives, as charged, but 
in the interest of the community and 
the rights of the individual." 


Mr. Embree, 
president of 
the 


Rosenwald Fund, vthich is interested 
in establishment of endowed clinics 
to provide better medical attention 
for persons of moderate means, took 
an opposing view, in addressing the 
American Hospital service. 


"Our provisions today for the sick 


poor are so extensive and elaborate 
that if a pauper can 
show some 


acute illness, he will be treated like 
a prince for a week or two in the 
wards of any one of our thausand 
municipal or privately endowed hos- 
pitals," he said. 


"But until recently hospitals and 


clinics almost completely ignored 
the patient of moderate means. The 
middle class man -wants good serv- 
ice so organized as to be available 
at moderate rates, within the middle 
class pocket book. Happily, progress 
Is being made to this end.

A NEGRESS A1? THE WHITE 


HOUSE 


Texas, which voted for Mr. Hoover, 


saw its legislature pass a resolution 
that its members hold their "heads in 
shame and regret, and express }n the 
strongest and most emphatic terms at 
our command, our condemnation and 
humiliation" because Mrs. Oscar De- 
Priest, negress wife of a negro con- 
gressman from Chicago, was invited to 
the White house and did sip tea and 
munch sandwiches with the wives of 
other congressmen. Texas is not ihe 
only place south that is boiling over 
the incident. 
Other legislatures are 


passing resolutions, chambers of com- 
merce are becoming frantic, political 
leaders who supported Hoover are 
crestfallen, the faith of the South in the 
president is disappearing, and all be- 
cause a woman whose forefathers were 
in slavery was treated with the same 
cour|esy by the president's uife as if 
she were white. 


It seems that a custom has long pre- 


vailed at the capitol for tbe wife of the 
president to invite the wives of mem- 
bers of congress to the White house 
for tea. 
Mrs. Hoover followed the 


custom. Since we have had no colored 
congressman for something like forty 
years no opportunity for a similar situ- 
ation has lately arisen. What would 
the South have Mrs. Hoover do? Ap- 
parently to please the South she had 
but otte of two courses to pur^ufe, 
either--discontinue a perfectly jproper 
and rather delightful custom or invite 
every congressman's wife excepting 
Mrs. DePfiest.

If 
the people of the North care to treat 
the negroes on a different social plane 
that is their affair. But were the presi- 
dent of the United States to treat any 
citizen in a different manner from an- 
other citizen merely because of his or 
her color, the episode, small in itself, 
would be a misfortune. The tea was not 
given by Mrs. Hoover but by the presi- 
dent's wife and the distinction is a 
plain one.

"For to admire and for to see, 
for to behold this world so wide," is 
their ideal.

The}' get the worth of their money, 


in knowledge and experience if not in 
rest, and the spending is a source or 
profit to millions who cater to tfiem.

IT NEVER PAYS 


Last Aveek the city of Philadelphia 


borrowed a large sum of money nec- 
essary for matters of internal im- 
provement. On thes same day the state 
of Tennessee also borrowed money 
upon a bond issue for somewhat sim- 
ilar purposes. 
Although Tennessee 


has the advantage of greater wealth, 
and seemingly greater stability be- 
cause of its size, investors were willing 
to take Philadelphia bonus at a iesa 
rate of interest than those of the state 
of Tennessee. And thereby hangs a 
tale. 


About fifty years ago Tennessee 


found itself in the midst of hard times 
but worse than that the control of its 
state affairs, both legislative and ex- 
ecutive, A\as in the hands of politi- 
cians in the worst sense of that word. 
In attempting to insure themselves 
continuance in office they palavered 
the people of Tennessee into believ- 
ing that it was proper for them to re- 
pudiate part of their debts, and against 
the strenuous opposition of the honest 
citizens with sane counsel, they settled 
their obligations for about fifty cents 
on the dollar. Philadelphia has a clear 
record. Tennessee has a record that 
she cannot clear. But see the actual 
financial losses that come from even a 
temporarily short-sighted or dishonest 
policy: The present generation in Ten- 
nessee will pay in higher interest rates 
on the bond issue of last week a 
larger amount than was made by the 
repudiation of its honest obligations; 
other, generations before and after will 
continue-to pay higher rates merely 
beeauseT~their forefathers chose leaders 
who looked only to the present and 
reckoned rrot with the consequences of 
their acts.. 


Had Tennessee postponed payment 


back there fifty years ago until it put 
its treasury in shape, little if any 
harm would have resulted, but to de- 
cline payment entirely is inexcusable 
and worse. The* credit of the state or 
nation is good "or bad for the same rea- 
lians that affect the credit of an in- 
dfyidttgt. - it is noTTharmed because of 
adterfity 
b»t- ofttimes 
is 
helped 


through adversity. Those who find 
themselves in hard shape and even 
unable to pay presently, but adhere 
sternly to principle and insist upon 
paying eventually, hard as the struggle 
be, establish for themselves a credit 
certainly as good and which ought to 
even be better than that of those who 
pay simply because the)' are easily able 
to pay. 


Of course the people of Tennessee 


of fifty years ago never realized that 
they were saddling their posterity with 
millions -of increased expenses and only 
because they followed the siren notes 
of political songsters who themselves 
knew not what they did, but the people 
of Tennessee todav know that fact. 


SCIENCE AND FAITH 


Faith might be named as the keynote 


of the passing commencement season. 
Speaker after speaker, at university or 
college or high school graduation, has 
talked of science and faith, and their 
relation to each other and to human 
beings. 


In nearly ev, ery case science has been 


described not as the bug-a-boo it has 
been considered, but as an aid to man's 
spiritual enrichment as •well as his ma- 
terial progress. 
In an address at 


Mount Holyoke college, Newton D. 
Baker said: 


I believe we have lived through the period 


of attack on fundamentals and are beginning 
to return to the certitudes, to the love of lit- 
erature 
the association with the highest 


minds the world has known 
"We are facing 


a great opportunity to find again the basis 
for our ancient faith. I look forward to the 
next ten years as a period of harvest and 
enrichment, and congratulate you on the fact 
that jou are graduating today, on the eve 
of a blight and shining: futuie, lather tnan 
ten years ago. when'the world was entering 
its darkest vale of disillusionment and dis- 
enchantment. 


Faith is being upheld these days 


without apology or fear. There is a 
widespread belief, based on evidence 
already discovered, that faith is once 
more corning into its own, strength- 
ened, enriched and beautified by the 
•very things_which lately were thought 
to have conquered it.

AIR-MAIL PRIZES 


Had Charles Lindbergh carried any mail on the 


flight that made him America's foremost con- 
temporary hero, one stamp dealer says, the en- 
velopes no doubt would be the most sought of 
air-mall mementos. The Colonel, however, took 
with him only one message—a missive to the 


letter. 


Stamps of the first transatlantic airpost in 1919' 


therefore, still seem to be the most valuable 
items in the collector's catalogs. 


These stamps were printed for the attempted 


crossing from Newfoundland to England of an 
aviator named Hawker. After flying 1,100 miles, 
the plane fell into the ocean, Hawker and the 
ship were rescued and the salvaged, sea-stained 
letters became historic prizes now quoted at ?SOO 
each. 
_ 


The specially-marked mail taken by Command-' 


er Byrd on his hop to France in June, 1927, ap- 
parently was next in importance to the Hawker 
stamps. The price of the envelopes is $27^, as 
compared with $160 for cancelled postage of the 
'round-the-world flight in 1924. 


Collectors fix their own valuations, however, 


so than one of the hundred envelopes carried by 
Byrd over the North Pole might or might not 
be more highly cherished than any other. The 
cost of a treasure, after fill, is just about what- 
ever the owner wants to charge. 


FIRST AIR-POST 


Rarity and historic importance determine the 


valuation. Both factors count, for instance n the 
pricing of the very first aip-mail souvenirs, which 
also commemorate the siege of Paris m the Fran- 
co-Prussian war of 1870.

celled stamps sell for $S.50-to $50. 


The list-price for stampsNrf the next air-mail, 


the 
New Zealand piegon post inaugurated in 


1898, 
also is comparatively high. It is $60 per 


stamp.

CLEVELAND NOMINATED 


On June 21, 1892, Grover Cleveland was nom- 


inated for a second term as president of the 
United States by Democrats in convention in 
Chicago. 


Cleveland had retired to law practice in New 


York at the close of his first term in 1S99. How- 
ever, sentiment m his favor again became strong 
and when the Democrats met in Chicago an ar- 
dent supporter of Cleveland was made chairman. 


Even 
before the convention session opened, 


many states had instructed their delegates to 
support the ex-president, so that he was sure on 
the first ballot of^at least a majority. 


Despite opposition from his own state and cries 


of "stuffed prophet" and "perpetual candidate," 
Cleveland was nominated on the first roll call 
The scene was one of indescribable enthusiasm 
as Cleveland had broken all precedents. 


In a dignified campaign which followed, Pres- 


ident Harrison had no chance of being re-elected 
and in the November balloting Cleveland swept 
the country 


In 
the 
electoral college he had 277 votes 


against the 145 cast for Harrison. For the first 
time since the birth of the Republican party, a 
third candidate, James B. "Weaver of Iowa, had 
also received electoral votes, to the number of 
22, and in the popular voting a million votes 
were cast for him by the Populists.

IT IS NOT THE HEAT BUT THE 


HUMIDITY . 


This is no kind of weather for me 


to say so, I suppose, yet I must say 
that in every case of alleged heat 
prostration I have ever seen we 
found that something ailed the vic- 
tim. It is like a slight cold, the 
common cold or a heavy 
cold—by 


the time a doctor gets on the case 
theie is alwajs something the mat- 
ter with the patient. That is, it is 
really serious, jou know; we need 
not go fuither, into the diagnosis of 
what ically ails 4:ue •victim of. the 
cold complex, just 
now-_. "We 
are 


concerned about the heat ,craze to 
day. 
No matter what paper -you 


read it in, the chances are ten to 
one it Isn't so, if the 
poor 
fellow 


purports to ha\« suffered heat pros- 
tration. 
Mind, I do not come right 


out m my usual way and say there 
is not such thing as heat 
prostra- 


tion, for we have the assuiance of 
perfectly competent 
doctors 
that 


heat prostration can 
happen and 


sometimes does, in the 
stoke holds 


of steamships, about blast furnaces 
and in other situations where people 
are exposed to unnatural extremes of 
temperature 
and humidity. 
But 


when either heat stroke or heat 
prostration or exhaustion or col- 
lapse is attributed to mere weather, 
such as we have m this part of the 
world now and then, you have got 
to show me the patient, let me ex- 
amine him, and if I can't find out 
•what really ails him I'll admit I am 
not such a good doctor as I used to 
be, that's all. 


So you see the first rule to remem- 


ber when anybody suffers what pur- 
p^orts to be heat prostration, or when 
you yourself feel the heat complex 
coming on Is this. Try 
and keep 


cool. Bo not gat excited and pack 


the victim in ice. Perhaps -h« is 
only having an attack of apoplexy 
or an internal hemorrhage or dia- 
betic or uremic coma, or an epileptic 
seizure or an alcoholic fit. 
Unfor- 


tunate that the weather happens to 
be so hot and humid, but do not let 
that coincidence mislead you. And 
do not serve any brandy, whiskey or 
gin nor apply a torniquet nor search 
for a barrel. 
The- thing to do when 


the victim sinks down and goes out 
is this. 


1. Keep him flat, give him room 


and air, and loosen any tight cloth- 
ing arounff^his neck Or waist. 


2. Apply anything warm you can 


find at hand, on the feet and under 
the arms on the sides of the chest, 
testing the temperatuie 
by ynur 


own touch to make sure it will not 
burn the victim. 


3. At the same time apply cold, 


Ice or a cloth wrung out of cold wa- 
ter, to the forehead, and change it 
often enough to keep it cold. 


4. If there is nothing •warm at 


hand to apply, then, and then only, 
let the bystanders rub the patient's 
limbs always toward the heart. 


5. If the victim Is pale and very 


quiet, try to give some hot coffee, 
hot tea, or even hot water, with a 
half-filled cup in 
your 
one > hand 


while you lift the 
patient's head 


from the ground with your 
other 


hand so that he may drink. 
Never 


give any alcoholic "stimulant" to a 
victim already m a state of collapse. 


These measures apply in any emer- 


gency, no matter what ails the vic- 
tim, 
until a physician arrives or the 


patient can be removed to his home 
or a hospital. 
Notice that every- 


thing one should properly 
do for 


such a victim is simple and will do 
no harm in any case.

delightful 
when vou 


keep in mmd_that tins is the self- 
portrait of a booster. It is a more 
revealing picture than Sinclair Lew- 
is—who by the way Earle ctetests— 
has ever achieved. 


Since he was 13 \cars old Earle 


tells us he has made an entr> m his 
diary every day of his life. He gives 
us a large number of these entries.

PESTS ARE RAVAGING 


RASPBERRY-BUSHES 


Green Bay—(XP)—Raspberry bush- 


es and cabbage and onion crops in 
this vicinity are being ravaged by 
pests, an inspection by H. F. Wilson 
and C. F. Fluke, entymologists of 
the college of agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, has revealed. 


The pest which is attacking the 


cabbage crop is known as the cab- 
bage maggot. The pest is hatched 
from the egg of a fly about the size 
of the ordinary house fly. Its name 
is Hylemyia Brassicare Bouche. The 
fly deposits its egg on the ground 
or in the earth near the cabbage 
plant and 
when the maggot 
is 


hatched it immediately sets upon the 
cabbage. 


The inspection conducted by 
the 


entymologists revealed that literally 
thousands of eggs were found near 
the cabbage plants. Mr. Fluke urged 
need of a corrosive sublimate solu- 
tion to fight the pest. 


According to Mr. Fluke, the pest 


invading the raspberry bush is the 
Byturus unicolor. 
It winters as a 


beetle and come out in the spring, 
feeding on leaves and opening buds. 


"To control the raspberry beetle, 


dust or spray with lead arenate,' ad- 
vises Mr. Fluke. 
"The dust can be 


applied with a hand duster, using 
three pounds of dust to 100 pounds 
of water." 


The onion maggot also is a serious 


pest.

Corps who have contracted tubercu- j 
losis in line of duty while in the 
naval service. Under this bill sailors 
and marines can be hospitalized in 
any government tuberculosis hos- 
pital instead of only in navy and 
marine hospitals. 


A joint resolution he lias intro- 


duced designates September 8 as 
National Marine Memorial day, au- 
thorizing and requesting the Presi- 
dent to issue a proclamation calling 
upon the government officials to dis- 
play the United States flag on all 
government buildings, and the peo- 
ple to display the flag at their hom- 
es and other suitable places on Sept. 
8 each year in honor of all American 
sailors who have lost their lives at 
sea in the navy, coast guard, 'and 
other maritime branches of the gov- 
ernment or in the American mer- 
chant marine. 


The preamble to this resolution 


says: 


"Whereas the prosperity and great- 


ness of this nation are inseparably 
associated with and dependent upon 
the accomplishments of American 
ships and sailors; and 


"Whereas a multitude of brave 


men have lost their lives in per- 
forming deeds of valor, both in peace 
and in war, while serving at sea un- 
der the American flag: Therefore be 
it resolved," etc. 


HITS POSTAL DEVICE 


The third bill would prohibit any 


postal supervisory official or other 
person having charge of the work 
of postal. employees to use a stop 
watch or other time-measuring de- 
vice to make a time study of a post- 
al employee's work, or to use a unit 
system, scale, or weighing device, 
or similar methods to measure the 
amount of mail distributed by a post- 
al employee for the purpose of de- 
termining his efficiency.

would increase the pensions of Civil

a month the-pension of Mrs. Lena 
Campbell of Medina, widow of Thom- 
as W. Campbell, who served in the 
27th Regiment, Michigan sharpshoot- 
ers.

A third private bill introduced by

the government now has against it. 


This claim arose out of a contract 


made with the company by the War 
department for dredging Green Bay 
Harbor between July 1, 1924 and Dec. 
1. 1924. The War department claims 
that the company dredged .deeper 
than the contract authorized, and 
after paying the company for $8,- 
134.62 worth of the work, the War 
department refused to pay the bal- 
ance and lodged claim for the amount 
already paid. 


The Green Bay concern points out 


as does Representative Schneider in 
his bill, that while the company may 
have gone slightly beyond the con- 
tract limit, the congress has now 
authorized further work on Green 
Bay, and that the work done consti- 
tutes a decided benefit to navigation 
and a saving to the government in 
maintenance costs, as well as a sav- 
ings on the new depth dredging al- 
ready authorized by congress.

IN NORTH RUSSIA 


Michigan Delegation Will 


Decorate Graves of Sol- 
diers There__ 
Iron Mountain, Mich. —W)— For 


almost a decade now, Kay Derham 
has sat in his little law office here 
or in the courtroom fighting the bat- 
tle of life like an ordinary, citizen. 


But in the mind of the Iron 


Mountain attorney are portrayed 
scenes that cannot be washed away 
•with even the ravages of time. The 
scenes comprise the memories of 10 
cold and exciting months he spent 
in northern Russia II >eait> ago, 
stemming the tide of Bolshevism. 


Derham is going back to Russia to 


re-live, to an extent, those perilous 
devastating months. He and 
four 


other 
Michigan members of 
the 


•world war Russian expedition •will 
go to Russia to locate and properly 
designate' the graves of some 150 
Americans who died in service in 
the frozen north. The expedition 
will set forth at the command of 
Gov. Fred Green and the Michigan 
legislature which appropriated flo,- 
000 for the work. 


Much has been written of the ex- 


periences of those American soldiers 
•who served in 
the 
snow-bound 


•wastes of north Russia, but much 
has been left unwritten. The expe- 
dition's service was only an insigni- 
ficant flicker in the glare 
of the 


world combat but the exploits of 
moral strength and resolution and 
courage as shown by the Americans 
in Russia has made their story of 
lasting interest. Even after the ar- 
mistice 
they stood by their guns 


and continued a desperate fight in 
the bleak north, witnessing the kill- 
ing of comrades and the multilated 
men lying in crude dirty huts. 


The Michigan expedition will again 


see the ovels in which they sought 
refuge against the cold and sleep 
for weary bodies; the snow-covered 
wastes over which 
they tramped 


with snow-shoes; the murkywinter 
days. 
About 500 miles of former 


battle front will be covered in the 
search for the hidden graves and it 
•will start at Archangel. 
At that 


point, where Americans first set foot 
on Russian soil, the Michigan ex- 
pedition plans to go south along the 
Pinega and Divina rivers to Shen- 
krust and TJst Padenga; then over 
the snow-driven plains to Fedorova, 
Tuchasova, Kyvalanda, Kaska and 
north, to Onega bay. 


Through the center of that terri- 


tory runs the Archangel Vologda 
railway, to the east and west of 
which stretches the former battle 
front. 
The scene of every engage- 


ment will be visited; maps checked 
•with the stories of Russian natives 
and every effort made to find the 
graves of those 150 odd American 
soldiers.
